Alf Moore, the Negro Accom- 
plice in Carter Killing, Is 


~ Convicted, 


Valdosta, Ga., July 27.—(Special.)—Al’ 


Moore, the negro accomplice, charged 


jointly with J. 
before the fact in the assassination of 
the Carter children, was put on trial this 
morning and convicted in about four 
hours. This afternoon J. G. Rawlings 
was arraigned and the selection ie 
jury was well under way when court 
adjourned tonight. 

Moore's case was called the first thing 
this morning’ and both sides announced 
ready. The negro had employed no coun. 
sel and the court appointed J. G, Cran- 
ford, A. T. Woodward and C. L. Smith 
to defend him. Solicitor General W. BE. 


Thomas appeared for the state. The se- 


lection of a jury consumed an hour and 
a half, three panels being called. 

W. L. Carter was the first witness for 
the state. His evidence was practically 
the same es that which he gave on the 
stand in the trials of the Rawlings boys. 
He seid that the negro, a stranger then 
to him, came to his home on the after- 
noon before the assassinations occurred 
and that he had a causa] conversation 
with him. Diag 

Witness described the clothing the negro 
wore and said he recognized the same 
man in his yard after the children had 
been killed in company with the Rawl- 
ings. Part of the time he had a gun in 
his hands and at other times they saw 
him witnout the gun. 

He heard the negro tell Milton Rawlings 
after he (Carter) had fired at the assas- 
gins that things wete getting too hot 
for him and he was going to leave. 
Other members of the Carter family cor- 
roborated this testimony. Witness also 
identified the gun and knife which 
Moore stated were given to him by Rawl. 
ings. 

No Evidence for Defendant. 

No evidence was introduce@ in Bthalf of 
the defendant. He went to the stand and 
repeated to the jury, statements he swore

IN RAIL WRECK 


tleclric Express Strikes Stand- 
ing Train at Liverpool 


Flames Followed Crash and the Hor- 
rible Scenes That Ensued Caused 
Spectators to Faint—Besides 
Those Killed, Many 
Were Injured. 


Liverpool, July 27.—An electric express | 
train on the Lanshire and Yorkshire! 
railroad, bound from Liverpool] to South-| 
port, collided this afternoon with an 
empty stationary train at the Hallroad 
station, causing the death of twenty- 
three persons, and the injury of many. 
The first car of the express which was 
crowded, was smashed to pieces and 
only six of its occupants encaped. 

The road was recently given an elec- 
tric equipment. This is the first serious | 
accident that has occurred on an electric | 
railway in England, and it 
horror the numerous waiting passeng- | 
ers standing at the Hallroadg station who 
were spectators of the disaster.

Hard workers, they soon become good 
Americans, and with the opportunities 
for educating their children, they have 
no thought of returning to italy to spena 
the money they have accumulated, which 
is so often the case of the bananna man 
and the street vender. They are prog- 
ressive, too; quick to learn, and insist 
upon calling this southland “our coun- 
thy,” 

It is in the matter of truck farming 
that the Italfans have been exception- 
ally successful. Familiar with this kind 
Of work from childhood, they were very 
ready in realizing that some difference 
between Italian and American metnods 
and conditions were sure to exist. 4 ...u- 
Ing out just what these were. they 
adapted themselves almost immediately 
to existing circumstances, and from the 
very first acéomplisheq much. 

For several years those in a position 
to know claim that the opportunities 
offered Georgians for making money in 
truck farms and the poultry and egg 
business have been exceptional. A very 
large part of the garden and green truck 
and the poultry and eggs used in the 
state have come from ‘l'ennessee, where 
the industry has grown to remarkable 
proportions. 

Experiments have been made, and 
among the most successful have been 
the Itallans, which demonstrate that the 
conditions in Georgia are far better 
than in Tennessee, and that the prod- 
ucts could be rafse@ far better and at less 
expense. The market for these products 
is, of course, every month in the year, 
so that the demand is constant. Georgia 
products would, of course, save a great 
amount in freight rates, and the rates 
on perishable goods of this kind are al- 
ways large. 

In the matter of fruit and water- 
melons and cantaloupes, have made a 
world-wide reputation, and New York, 
Chicago and western Markets, to secure 
customers and insure quality, use signs, 
“From Georgia.’””’ While the green truck 
industry is still young in Georgia, the 
prospects seem to be almost unlimited, 
and those now engaged in this kind of 
rapidly.
